Claims 3-6 are non statutory, appearing to be statements as opposed to defining 
claimed subject matter and have thus not been grouped. 

The above groups are identified as general areas. Accordingly, as groups they 
are independent or distinct as the compounds of group I would be capable of 
preparation by more than one process, as is evident from group n and separate 
search considerations are involved. Moreover, to not restrict would impose a burden on 
the search and examination of this application. 

The above groups themselves are inclusive of patentably distinct subject matter. 
Accordingly, along with the election of one of the above groups the following action is 
also taken. 

Claims 1 and 7 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising for example, the compounds (1) I , (2) m, (3) IV, (4) V, (5) Vffl, etc., the 
process of preparing compounds as in (6) example 1, (7) example 2, etc. Applicant is 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this 
requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
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the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Upon the election of a single disclosed species, a generic concept inclusive of 
the elected species will be identified by the Examiner for examination along with the 
elected species. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 

traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
